WASHINGTON, March 4.—John Bas- 
sett Moore, Counsellor of the State De- 
. partment, who ranks as Acting Secre- 
tary, has resigned and his resignation 
has beén accepted by President Wilson. 

For the present Moore will continue 
his work here for the Carnegie Institute 
and later will resume his connection 


with Columbia University. No an- 
nouncement as to his probable successor 
was made today. 

Moore’s impending resignation has 
beez, rumored for several weeks, and 
each time had met with unqualified de- 
nial. Various reports have had it that 
there was a lack of harmony in his 
views and those of higher officials, but 
they never were supported by anything 
official. %. 

Agreed to Serve Only a Year. 

It was in official quarters 
that Moore was quitting the State De- 
partment in accordance with an under- 
standing he had with President Wilson 
when he took the office of counselor 
last May. In order to obtain Moore’s 
services, an arrangement was made by 
which the counselor was to act ag sec- 
retary in the absence of the head of

JEWELRY CLERK 


RAISES SUCH A IN 
4 ROBBERS FLEE 


Throws Clock Through Window 
When Men Enter With Re- 
volver, Knife and ‘Knucks.’ 


PROTECTS STORE STOCK 
William Koetter:in Market Street 
Shop Acts So Quickly Men 
Run; One Is Caught. 


When three men, armed with a revolv- 
er, a knife and brass ‘‘knucks,”’ at- 
tempted to rob the jewelry store of 
I'rank H. Niehaus at 1726 Market street 
at 8:30 a. m. Wednesday, William Kost- 
ter, a clerk, gave an alarm by hurling 
cut glass and a clock through the plate 
glass window and the robbers fled. One 
Was arfested. 

Koetter had just opened the store and 
unlocked the safe, containing, he said. 
$15,000 worth of diamonds and other jew- 
eiry, and was taking trays from the safe 
to place in gthe show window when the 
three men entered. One pointed a re- 
volver at him. In the hands of the 
others he saw a knife and ‘‘knucks.”’ 
One of them commanded him to throw 
up his hands. 

Bowl Crashes Through Glass. 

Koetter had been placing trays on a 
revolving apparatus in the show window 
and was standing near the window. He 
had a revolver under the counter, but 
could not get, to it. Two of the men 
had started toward the safe. 

“You'll have to commit murder on this 
job,’’ cried Koetter. 

Leaping into the show window he 
caught up a heavy cut glass bow! and 
hurled it through the plate glass and 
then sent a clock crashing through the 
glass. 

Clerk Falls and Is Hurt. 


In attempting to pick up another clock 
to hurl at the robbers he slipped and 


fell, striking his wrist on broken glass 
and gashing it severely. 

The robbers, without tarrying to steal 
anything, ran from the store. Two ran 
west on Market street and lost them- 
selves in the crowd. The third started 
east on Market. He had run only a 
few steps when he collided with an 


elderly man and both fell. 
Simon Fox, a clerk for the Castor 


Jewelry and Loan Co., 1723 Market 
street, ran across.the street and seized 
the man-and told him he was under ar- 
rest. The man supposed Fox was an 
officer and submitted. A policeman ar- 
rived a moment later and took charge 
of the man. 

The man was taken to the Central Po- 
lice Station. No weapon was found on 
him. He said the weapons were carried 
by the other two, said the police. 

He said he was Huner Watkins, 19 
years old. He had arrived a few days 
ago from Hot Springs, Ark., and had 
been staying at 821 Market street. He 
declared he did not know who the other 
two men were. He met them Tuesday 
night at Eighth and Market streets, he 
said. They proposed that he join them 
in “sticking up a place,’’ and walked 
up Market street and picked out the 
Niehaus store as a good place to ‘stick 
up.”” In the morning they watched un- 
til Koetter opened the store and un- 
locked the safe and then entered. 

Koetter says the three men were in 
the store Monday and Tuesday looking 
at diamonds, but made no purchase. 
Koetter lives at 4568 Laclede avenue. He 
is Niehaus’ brother-in-law.

SAYS ROOSEVELT 


WAS UNGENEROUS 
IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Chicago Man Asserts He Ac- 
cepted $40,000 Hospitality, 
Charged $3000 for Lecture. 


BRAZILIANS WERE AMAZED 


Colonel’s Visit Has Been Preju- 
dicial to American Interests, 
J. T. Lefenstry Declares. 


CHICAGO, March 4—The following 


cablegram from London is. printed in 
the Daily News: 

‘**Ungenerous, not to say grasping, 
describes some of Theodore Roosevelt's 
acts in South America, 
rent there may be believed,.”’ said John 
T. Lenfestry of Chicago, on reaching 
London from Rio de Janeiro, after a 
tour of the principal South American 
countries in the interest of closer trade 
relations between the continents on the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Mr. Lenfestry carried letters of rec- 
ommendation from Secretary of State 
Bryan, Wilbur John Carr and Harry 
A. Wheeler, and represented the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
and the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, 

“‘My mission,” continued Mr. Lenfes- 
try, ‘“‘brought to my attention a num- 
ber of things prejudicial to the spread 
of American influence and business in 
the republics of South America. Mr. 
Roosevelt left an unfortunate impres- 
sion wherever he went. Reports ad- 
verse to him reached me from respon- 
sible sources in Santiago, Buenos Ayres, 
Montevideo and Rio de Janeiro. 

Palace Turned Over to Him. 

“His conduct in Rio de Janeiro was 
the subject of native comment of a par- 
ticularly scathing character. He arrived 
there Oct. 21, accompanied by Mrs. 
Roosevelt, ayniece and his son Kermit, 
and was received by the President’s 
representatives, Government officials 
and the diplomatic corps. He was con- 
ducted to the Guanabara Palace, fac- 
ing the beautiful Rua Pasandu, the 
‘Street of a Thousand Palms.’ The pal- 
ace was evacuated by the President, 
who placed it, with 100 servants, at the 
disposal of the Roosevelt party. 

“The visitors stayed a week, and 
were the recipients of regal hospitality, 
banquets, Government and civic honors, 
numerous automobile drives and private 
court. sies from many notables. Roose- 
velt was urged to entertain whom he 
pleased in the palace, as 40 covers were 
regularly laid, but only six or eight 
were used. 

“On his third or fourth night in Rio 
de Janeiro, Roosevelt spoke 30 minutes 
on relations between the United States 
and the South American republics be- 
fore the Rio de Janeiro Historical and 
Geographical Society, which had invited 
him to South America, and made him 
an honorary member, the highest honor 
it could confer. The audience was coni- 
posed of Ambassadors, Generals, leading 
politicians and members of society, pos- 
sibly 100 in all. 

“On the night of Oct. 26, Roosevelt 
left for Sao Paulo in a special train; 
provided for by the Government, on the 
Central Brazil Ratiroad. He visited 
points of interest on the line, looked over 
the capital and the State of Sao Paulo 
and continued on his journey to Buenos 
Aires at*the expense of the Brazilian 
Government. 

Charges $3000 for Lecture. 

“After all this, the Historical and 
Geographical Society received from 
Roosevelt a bill for $3000 for his brief 
lecture. Already $40,000 or $50,000 had 
been spent on the visitors in entertain- 
ment. The Brazilians politely paid the 
bill, but they cannot conceal their 
amazement, 

“When the American residents of Rio 
de Janeiro learned the fact their hu- 
miliation was inexpressible. The story 
was published in the Journal de Com- 
merce. I personally asked the Count 
Candid Mendes d’Almeida, owner of the 
Journal de Brazil, if the story was true, 
and he answered, ‘Yes.” 

‘T was told that Roosevelt, while ey- 
erywhere accepting public and private 
hospitality on an extravagant scale, 
charged for all of his speeches. He also 
harped .on the Monroe doctrine and 
Pan-American solidarity in a way that 
struck South Americans as offensive. 
These stories about Mr Roosevelt I do 
not repeat out of any {fll-feeling for 
him, but to emphasize the fact that such 
treatment postpones indefinitely that re- 
approachment with South America 
which we all want and which some of 
us are trying hard to obtain.”

SOTORY FALL AT 
DOWNTOWN BLAZE 


Charles Nester Plunges Into 
Skylight Shaft When Pulling 
Hose Over Roof. 


FLAMES HARD TO ‘FIGHT 


Fire at Third and Locust Con- 
trolled After Four Hours— 
Damage Is $50,000. 


Charles Nester of 909 Lami street, a 
member of Truck Company 6, fell three 
stories down a skylight shaft at 4 a. m. 
Wednesday, while carrying a line of 
hose over the roof of an adjoining 
building to fight a fire which was sweep- 


the northwest corner of Third and Lo- 
cust streets, numbered 403 North Third‘ 
and 303 Locust street. He struck the 
framework about the skylight, suffered 
severe scalp wounds and internal in- 
juries and was taken to the city hos- 
pital, where he died at 12:45 p. m. 

The fire, which was the third big 
downtown blaze in four days, caused a 
loss of $50,000 or more to the building 
and the stocks of the printing and paper 
box companies which occupied it. Be- 
cause of the quantity of gasoline kept in 
the various establishments for use in 
connection with the machinery, the fire 
proved unusually hard for tne firemen to 
handle. 

Water Ankle Deep in Street. 

At 8 a. m., after the firemen had been 
pouring water into the building more 
than four hours, the sewer openings 
were clogged, and water stood ankle 
deep in the street, while a stream rac2d 
toward the river. 

The first floor of the building is. occu. 


hart Bros. & Spindler. Apparently the 
fire started on the second floor, in the 
plant of the Ev. E. Carreras Printing 
Co. On the third floor is the Mercantile 
Pox and Label Co., and on the fourth 
the Voigtmann company, manufacturers 
of boxes and jewelry trays. The Parker- 
Welch Printing Co.’ is in the basement. 
The first floor is entered from the Third 
street side, the upper: floors from Lo- 
cust street. The Allen estate owns the 
builidng. 

The fire wag seen, shortly after 3:30, by 
right employes of the Woodward & 
Tiernan Printing Co., across the street. 
One of them ran to No. 6’s house, Third 
and Vine streets, and gave the alarm. 

To get action on the fire from above 
Nester and several comrades carried a 
hose line to the roof of the four-story 
building at 409 North Third street, in- 
tending to carry it across adjoining 
roofs and as near as possible to the 
burning building. 

Making his way over the roof of 409 
North Third. street, in the darkness, 
Nester stepped off into the. skylight 
shaft, which is about 12 feet square, and 
unprotected by any railing. His com- 
rades heard him groaning at the foot 
of the shaft, above the first story, and, 
hurrying there, took him off and car- 
ried him outside. Meantime, others car- 
ried the hose on until it was playing 
water on the corner building almost di- 
rectly from above. 

Nine Streams of Little Effect.

Edward E..Felkel Accused, of 
Circularizing His Company to 
Detriment of ‘Others. 


Edward E. Felkel, owner and manager 
of the Farmers’. Commission Co., 1 
Chamber of Commerce Building, will 
test in the courts the right of the board 
of directors of. the Merchants’ Exchange 
to expel him from membership'in the 
exchange. 

An official notice announcing Felkel’s 
expulsion was posted on the exchange 
bulletin board by Secretary Eugene 
Smith at the opening of Wednesday’s 
session. It stated that Felkel had been 
“found guilty of an act detrimental to 
the interest and welfare of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. 

Saves He'll Go te Court, 

Felkel, when seen by a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter, said: 

‘“T shall “apply to the courts for an 
injunction to prevent my.expulsion.. I 
think the directors of the exchange 
have exceeded their authority, and I do 
not believe there is a court in the land 
that will. uphold their action.”’ 

Marshall ‘Hall, president of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, said that Felkel’s ex- 
pulsion.- was in compliance with a rul2 
of the exchange which empowers the 
board of directors to expel any mem- 
ber for conduct belleved to be detri- 
mental to the organization. 

Hall said the expulsion was ordered 
because of advertising circulars whicn 
Felkel mailed to many Illinois farmers. 
In this circular, Hall said, Felké!l named 


many important Merchants’ Exchangs 


firms in a way that suggested the farm- 


ers should not do business with those 


firms.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—President 
Wilson will read his sixth message to 
Congress tomorrow. this,time advocat- 
ing the repeal of the clause exempting 
American. coastwise shipping from rhe 
payment of: Panama Canal tolls. 

The chief executive for the first time 
will ask Congress, particularly his own 
party, to reverse itself,.but his argument 
is that when Congress last passed. on the 
question ‘- international circumstances 
such as now surround the question did 
not then ‘exist... 

The Président, believes a general dis- 
trust of the ‘intentions of the United 
States in»constraining treaties for its 
selfish benefit has arisen and because 
of the doubt existing on the interpreta- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, ne 
will urge the repeal of the much-debated 
provision. 

This message will be the shortest of 
all. It is said to be less than 500 words 
long. 

Since the toll question was last before 
Congress the President has told Sen- 
ators that European nations generally 
were taking the view that the United 
States had violated the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty.

Elimination of Wall Street as 
a Factor in Government Is 
Regarded by the President 
as the Paramount Accom- 
plishment—Second Is the 
New Banking and Cur- 
rency System, With Down- 
ward Revision a Good 
Third. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The Demo- | 
cratic administration was a year old to-, 
day. Just 12 months ago at noon, Wood- 
row Wilson stood on the east front of 
the Capitol and took the oath of office, 
ushering the democracy into control of 
nll branches of the national Govern- 
ment for the first time in 20 years. 
Members of Congress realized that, ex- 
cept for a short breathing spell at the 
Christmas holiday, they had been in 
virtually continuous session. 

From the time the President broke a 
century-old precedent and stood before 
an assembled Congress to urge the en- 
actment of a low tariff, close co-opera- 
tion has reigned between the chief ex- 
ecutive and the leaders of the dominant 
party in Congress in redeeming the plat- 
form pledge of the Baltimore conven- 
tion. 

A story was published this week say- 
ing that the President regarded as the 
paramount achievement of his adminis- 
tration the removal of the hand of Wall 
atreet from the United States Govern- 
nent for the first time in 50 years. Aside 
from this, the President is said to view 
the creation of the new banking and cur- 
rency system as the most notable event 
of his incumbency. He believes this re- 
form takes precedence over the down- 
ward revision of the tariff. 


President's Health Good. 
The conclusion of Mr. Wilson’s first 


year as President finds him with unim- 
paired health. Despite alarming ru- 
mors, his heart, lungs and vital organs 
are in perfect condition. His only phys- 
ical defect has been a weak throat. 
Recurring colds have settled there, 
causing some inflammation and fever. 
Beyond slight indispositions resulting 
from this source, the President’s general 
health has neither been broken down 
nor affected by his service in the White 
House. Every three or four weeks the 
physicians give the President a good 
overhauling. They bang his back and 
thump his chest and make the most mi- 
pute examination. Up to this time no 
failing of any kind has been discov- 
ered. 

The President has taken on flesh in 
the last year. Leaning in the direction 
of spareness, he has rounded out no- 
ticeably. His appetite is good. He eats 
with enjoyment and Goes hot boast 
about it.

Has Keceived 160,000 Letters. 

Every American citizen has the privi- 
lege of jwriting to the President. The 
right of petition is guaranteed by the 
Constitution. A reasonable percentage 
of fellow countrymen do not fail to take 
their pens in hand and contribute 2, 4 or 
6 cents toward keeping the postal serv- 
ice self-sustaining. In the last year 
Mr. Wilson received something like 160,- 
000 letters. The daily average is more 
than 500, with no allowance for Sunday. 
These communications are rorted and 
sifted by Secretary Tumulty. None but 
those of importance ever reach the Pres- 
ident’s personal desk. 

In the matter of messages to Con- 
gress, Mr. Wilson has been unusually 
temperate. He has appeared before joint 
sessions of the Senate and House to 
deliver only five of these addresses. 

Less time is found by the President 
for recreation than when Governor. 

The President in the first year of his 
incumbency has attended religious serv- 
ices with the same regularity as when 
a private citizen or chief executive of 
the state. 

An improvement in playing golf has 
been noted in the last 12 months.

Manner of Dress Unchanged. 
His elevation to the presidency has 


not made Mr... Wilson more fashionable 
or fastidious.

The Daily Chronicle 
comment says:

American border, because the United 
States deliberately raised in his favor 
an embargo otherwise imposed by inter- 
national law. 

“If this policy of the United States aia 
not exist; Benton probably would still be 
alive, and if he were not England would 
be in a position to get redress from the 
regular Mexican Government. Thus, it 
is really the United States which stands 
between England and redress.” 

Situation Irritating. 

The Daily News concludes its editorial 
by commending Sir Edward Grey’s cau- 
tion. “It is irritating,” the News says,

our anger should not drive us into dan- 
gerous courses, Sir Hdward Grey's poli- 
cy ‘may seem for the moment barren, 
but no other policy is practicable.”’ 

The Daily Express says: ‘“\Ve regret 
the rather humiliating confession of im- 
potence and we think Sir Edward Grey's 
language not too aptly chosen, but the 
sense of his sentiment is in accord with 
public sentiment and is, on the whole, 
satisfactory. The next move clearly lies 
with President Wilson. He has one of 
those opportunities that do not recur.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

“The temperate and restrained 
guage in which Sir Edward Grey 
ferred to the Mexican murder will have 
the approval of all Englishmen.

BEGAN AS A’ MESSENGER 
Even After His Illness Began, 
He Personally Directed Af- 
fairs of Institution. 


John H. McCluney, president of the 
State National Bank, died at 11:50 o’clock 
Tuesday night at his home, 4427 West- 
minster place, at the age of 73 years. He 
bad been connected with the bank 657 
years, rising from the position of mes- 
senger to that of president. The direct 
cause of death was heart disease. His 
condition became serious Monday eve- 
ning. He had been in genera! ill health 
for several months and had been kept 
at home for a month. It became evident 
Tuesday that, despite the efforts of four 
physicians, he could not survive and his 
‘death was expected momentarily during 
the day. 

Almost Unparalleled Record. 

McCluney’s record of 57 years’ service 
with the bank is believed not to have 
been equaled by’ any other president in 
the Mississippi Valley and by few in 
the country. 

He entered the service of the bank 
Dec. 2, 1857, as a messenger. A few 
years later he was made a teller. In 
1867 he was promoted to assistant cash- 
ier. Three years later hé became cash- 
ler. In 1899 he was elected vice-presi- 
dent and in 1907, following the death of 
President Charles Parsons, he was 
elected president. Until his health be- 
gan to fail a few months ago he was 
at the bank every day, giving his per- 
sonal attention to all of its affairs, 
and even after he became {fll he kept 
his hand at the helm of the institution 
and remained in close touch with fin- 
ancial- affairs in general. 

As long as his health permitted he 
was at the bank every day at 9 o’clock 
and usually remained until 4p. m. Un- 
der his administration the State Na- 
tional’s reputation for conservatism was 
strengthened. The success and growth 
of the institution are conceded to have 
been largely due to his efforts. 

McCluney was born in Wheeling, W. 
Va., Oct. 2, 184, and came to St. Louis 
with his parents when a boy. He was 
educated in St. Louis grammar and 
high schools and had his first banking 
experience with Renick & Peterson, pri- 
vate bankers. The State National was 
organized about a year before McCluney 
went to work in it. It was then the 
State Savings Institution. Its name 
was changed to the State Bank in 18388, 
and in 1899 it became the State National 
Bank. 


Was Member of Home Guards. 
Following ha war the institution was 


a bank of issue, and it was McCluney’s 
duty to travel to different cities in 
Missouri, present the notes, collect gold 
for them and bring the money to St. 
Louis. 

McCluney was a member of the home 
guards during the Civil War. In 1874 
he married Miss Clara Esther Copp, 
who survives him. These children also 
survive: Miss Clara McCluney, Mrs. Al- 
len W. Caldwell, John H. McCluney Jr., 
Samuel C. McCluney, James McCluney, 
Daniel C, McCluney, Miss Mildred Mc- 
Cluney and Mrs. Cyrus Loutrell. 

McCluney was a member of the St. 
Louis, Country Club,, the Noonday, Aero 
and Sunset Hill clubs.

The Recorder 
bimself was opposed to it and this op- 
position was felt by his daughter to 
the end of her 67 years.

Like Trowbridge, Miss Hackett was 
fond. of music and the mutual interest 
made the elderly Wall street man @ 
visitor at the beautiful home vf the 
wealthy and elderly spinster. They were 
married at St. Thomas’ Church so qui- 
etly on Dec. 23, 1907, that the members 
of the family did not know of it until 
the following March. 

Mrs. Trowbridge as Miss Minnie 
Hackett made a will which left her for- 
tune to relatives. This will wds de- 
stroyed. There was another will made 
early in 1908, which brings the fortune 
to Hackett. In this will, after making 
bequests to her cousins, Mrs. Trow- 
bridge left the residue to her husband, 
and did not provide for its disposition 
otherwise in case of his dying first, ae 
he did. 

Friends said yesterday that at the 
time she made her will, and before.and 
afterward, Mrs. Trowbridge expressed 
the determination that her uncle should 
not receive any of her property. She 
still continued to refuse to receive him 
or to have anything whatever to do 
with him. It w&s said yesterday that 
it was doubtful that she ever met him. 

There has been no criticism of the 
actor’s attitude. At intervals he would 
call at the house as a relative, send 
in his card, and receive word that his 
niece as not at home and would de- 
part.

Mrs. Trowbridge suffered the stroke 
of paralysis, Novy.

ONE YEAR OF WILSON. 
Wilson has given a new tone to American life; 
that is the rea] accomplishment, the big meaning, 
of his year in the presidency. That is —— can- 
‘not be undone in history. ‘ . 

The Wilson achievements so far expréssed in 
legislation are, some of them, epochal, but not per- 
petual. Tariff and banking reform, even the in- 
come tax, may appear —* down the 
long sweep of years. 

His statesmanship in building up a working 
engine out of a demoralized party; holding it to 
the execution of pledges he had made; and in 
wielding and converting the mighty force of pub- 
lic opinion into legislative momentum must go 
down large in the historic record. But these per- 
formances are narrowly political if not partisan. 
Subsequent waves of party legislation may Wipe 
them out. To restore the Democratic party was 
comparatively trivial. To democratize the United 
States was a weighty achievement. 

To date Wilson's influence, material, has been 
only manifest, not demonstrated substantially. 
There has not been time. The workings of the 
Wilson economics are inoipient. Such legisla- 
tive measures as he has fathered and enforced, 
and those which he promises, are at best eco- 
nomic incidents. If he shall have reduced the cost 
of living, killed Morganism, fostered industry and 
opened an era of prosperity based on national 
conditions more wholesome and permanent than 
past ones—so much the better. But deeper than 
the fruition of legislation, which the country 
awaits with hope, is a great work already ac- 
complished, the-effects of which can never be lost 
to the world. 

That is the impulse of vigor imparted to Amer- 
ican thought; the reanimation and impetus-given 
to ideals that had fallen by the way in a mad 
onrush of greedy materialism. Wilson.has sunk 
deeper the principles of liberty, equality and 
justice into the American mind—the roots find 
new life and strength in soil which he has fer- 
tilized afresh. He has, both by precept and 
practice, rehabilitated, the big fundamentals of 
the world’s leading example of democracy. He 
has révived and enlarged the universal ideal of 
democracy. 

Wilson’s administration may fail utterly in the 
coming three years. Some of his policies might 
prove materially disastrous. Panics, wars, fam- 
ine or pestilence may befall. It is conceivable 
that Wilson himself might prove puny in a crisis; 
that his Cabinet might disgrace him; that Con- 


cratic party should go to rack’ and ruin and end 
its very existence. 

But the first year of Wilson will have been 
worth while, whatever befalls. His concepts will 
inure to the benefit of mankind. The revolution 
which his idealism has brought about and the 
new tone given to American thought will have 
lasting effect. 3

This is a step to- 
ward making the new city board a workable 
Board of Directors instead of an unwieldy po- 
litical caucus. 
The freeholders’ further decision to adhere to 
the ward basis, by providing that not more than 
one of the 14 Aldermen can be chosen from any 
ward, is disappointing. Until St. Louis’ city gov- 
ernment shall be dissociated wholly from the 
ward idea and planned and managed as a central 
business institution acting for the whole city as 
a unit, we Shall continue to be cursed with the 
littleness, delays and petty scandals inseparable 
from ward politics. : 
There is no middle ground; the city is a legal 
and economic unit; it myst, if the highest effi- 
ciency in the management of its affairs is to be 
obtained, be organized as a political unit. 
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The gang spirit without the restraints of gang 
ethics seems to be creeping into domestic affairs. 

Louis in 12 years num-~- 
ber 23, but in three years five wives have mur- 
dered their husbands. 


THE UNEMPLOYED CENSUS. 

The figures of the police count of unemployed 
in St. Louis, taken for the United States Commis- 
sion on Industrial Relations, show that, of the 
10;411 jobless men found in the various districts, 
only 666 were nonresidents. This should dispose 
of the assertion that St. Louis has become a city 
of refuge for the unemployéd in general, because 
ef the opening of the Municipal Lodging. House. 
Here are 9745 St. Louis men, and we are not told 
how many women, looking for work. Did they 
throw up their jobs in order to flock into the 
Municipal Lodging House?

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EXPRESS COMPANIES’ COMPETITION. 
The Merchants’ Association of New York, which 
was instrumental in bringing the express com- 
panies under regulation by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, is now protesting against fur- 
ther extension of the parcel post service on the 


i groqund that such extension may result in the 


complete ruin of the express companies. This sug- 
gests the question whether, with the reduced rates 
and newly aroused desire to give the public good 
service, it would not bé wise to maintain com- 
petition by the express companies with the par- 
cel post, rather than give the Government a:com- 
plete monopoly of the express industry. 

The parcel post has its legitimate field, in the 
carrying of packages which the senders are willing 
to entrust to the Postoffice without getting a re- 
ceipt and without insurance. Registration, for 
which an extra fee is charged, is not insurance, 
and registered articles lost or stolen give the 
loser no valid claim against the Government. Re- 
imbursement for such lost or stolen articles in- 
volves a‘long and tedious delay. The Govern- 
ment can neither be sued nor hurried in the mat- 
ter. ‘The express companies now insure all pack- 
ages free up to $50 without extra charge. Is the 
Postoffice prepared to do this? 

The Postoffice does not collect parcels from 
customers; the express companies do. It gives 
no receipts, except when parcels are registered. 
Express offices receipt for all packages. The 
postal service is hampered by a lot of red tape, 
and excludes a large number of commodities which 
the express companies willingly carry. It assumes 
the privilege of opening packages in transit, if 
there is any suspicion of a violation of its rules 
by the sender; no express company does this. 

If, as Postmaster-General Hitchcock hoped when 
the parcel post was first put in force, it shall re- 
sult in compelling the express companies to sell 
out to the Government, would the public be satis- 
fied with the result?

Richard Douglass, pioneer Mormon, 
whe died at Ogden, Monday, is sur- 
vived by 14. children, 62 grandchil- 
dren and 64 great-grandchildren. It 
was the Mormon belief, and prob- 
gbly the belief is still entertained, 
that a man’s chances of glory in tha 


had many wives an@ children, Ths 
dispatches do not say whether Doug- 
lass adhered to that belief to the end 
of his life. If he did, he probably 
found satisfaction in the number of 
his descendants. 

Douglass was a young man wher 
Nauvoo, Ill., was founded. Joseph 
Smith, who claimed to have discov- 
ered golden plates on which records 
of Mormon were inscribed, founded 
the first church organization in New 
York. Later the band moved to Ohlo, 
where the church increased in num- 
bers and in wealth. The next move 
was to Jackson County, Mo., whers 
the Mormons were opposed by the 


|} prevailing gentiment of the people. 


They moved to Clay County, but in 
1838 the Gevernor of Missouri took 
steps that resuited in their being 
driven out of the state. Then the Mor. 
mons founded Nauvoo and a temple 
was built in accord with plans Smith 
said he had received.in a vision. 

In. 1847 a party of 1438 pioneers 
started west for the Premised Land. 
Dougiass wag one of this party. It 
‘reached the valley of the Great Salt 
lake in July, 1847. Certainly the 
country aid not look like a: Promised 
land when the Mormons arrived, but 
with trrigation they soon prospered. 
The first year their crops were smal!
